Age,  that  the  enjoyment  of  life,  increafes  our  defirc  "of 

living,  'rhofe  dangers  wiiicb,  in  the  vigour  of  youth,  we 
had  learned  to  defjfife,  alTume  new  terrors  as  we  grow  old.  Our 
caution  increafing  as  our  years  increafe,  Tear  becomes  at  laft  the 
prevailing  palfion  of  the  mind;  and  the  fmall  remainder  of  life  is 
taken  up  in  ufelefs  elForts  to  keep  off  our  end,  or  provide  for  i 
continued  exiltence.  *  • 

Strange  contradiclion  in  our  nature,  and  to  which  even  the  wift 
are  liable!  If  1  lliould  judge  of  that  part  of  life  which  lies  before 
by  that  which  I  have  already  (een,  the  prolpetfl  is  hide«»us.  '  Ex¬ 
perience  tells  rrte,  that’ my  part  enjoyments  have  brought  no  real 
felicity;  and  fenfation  allures  roe,  that  thofe  I  have  felt  are 
Wronger  than  thofe  w  hich  are  yet  to  come.  ’  Yet  exjteriiTOce  and 
fenfation  in  vain  perfuade hope,  more  powerful  thaYi  either, 
drelTes  out  the  diflant  profpetfl  in  fancied  beauty  ;  foroe  happinefs, 
in  long  perfpeeflive.  Hill  beckons  me  to  purfue  ;  and,  like  a  doling 
gameller,  every  new  difappointment  increales  my  ardour  to  con* 
tinuc  the  game,  ‘  ...  .  .  # 

Whence  then  is  this  increafed  love  of  life,  which  grows  upon 
us  \Vith  our  years?  whence  comes  it,  that  we  thus  make  greater 
efforts  to  preferve  our  exillence,  at  a  period  when  it  becomes 
fcarce  worth  the  keeping?'  Is  it  that  nature,  attentive  fo  the  pre« 
fervation  of  mankind,  increafes  our  willies  to  live,  while  llie  leA 
fens  our  enjoyments;  and,  as  Ibe  robs  the  lenleiof  every  plea fure, 
equips  imagination  in  the  fpoils?  Life  would  be  infupportablc  to 
‘an  old  man,  who,  loaded  with  infiriiiilies,  feared  death  no  nior^ 
than  when  in  the ‘vigour  of  manhood ;  the  nuitiberlels  calamitteS 
of  decaying  nature,  and  the  confeiournefs  of  furviving  every  p)ea« 
fure,  would  at  once  iuducc  him,  with  his  own  hand^  to  terminate 
Voi,.  VU.  P  c  ^  •  thf; 
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the  fcene  of  niifery;  but  hnppily,  the  contempt  of  death  forfakcs 
him  at  a  time  n  hen  it  could  onl)  he  prejudicial;  and  life  acquires 
an  imaginary  value,  in  proportion  as  its  real  value  is  no  more. 

Our  attachment  to  every  object  around  us  increales,  in  general, 
from  the  length  of  our  acquaintance  ^^ithit.  “  I  would  not 
chufe/’  fiys  a  French  philoiopher,  “  to  fee  an  old  pod  pulled  up 
with  which  I  had  been  long  acquainted.’’  A  mind  long  habi. 
tuaied  to  a  certain  fet  of  objects,  infenfibly  becomes  fond  of  fee¬ 
ing  them,  vifits  them  from  habit,  aiul  parts  from  them  vyith  re- 
luCt.hice:  from  hence  proceeds  the  avarice  of  the  old  in  every 
kind  of  polTefTion  ;  they  love  the  world  and  all  that  it  produces; 
thev  love  life  and  all  its  advantages;  not  becaufe  it  gives  them  ) 
pleafurc,  but  becaufe  they  have  known  it  long. 

Chinvang  the  Challe,  amending  the  throne  of  China,  com¬ 
manded  that  all  who  were  unjulHy  detained  in  prifon  during  the 
precceding  reigns,  fliould  b^"  let  tree.  Among  the  number  who 
car.ic  to  thniik  their  deliverer  on  this  occafion,  there  appeared  a 
ina  jeriicold  man,  who,  falling  at  the  emperor’s  feet,  addreded  him 
ns  follows:  **  Great  father  of  China,  behold  a  wretch,  now'  eighty- 
live  years  old,  wdio  w  as  Ihiit  up  in  a  dungeon  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
two.  I  w'as  imprifoned,  though  a  (Iranger  to  crime,  or  without 
being  even  confronted  by  ray  acciifers.  I  have  now  lived  in  foli- 
tiide  and  dnrkncfs  for  more  than  fifty  years,  and  am  grown  fami¬ 
liar  with  dillrels.  As  yet  dazzled  w  ith  the  fplendoui  of  that  fun 
to  w  hich  you  have  rellored  me,  I  have  been  wandering  the  (Ireets 
to  find  out  fome  friend  that  would  allift,  or  relieve,  or  remember 
me  ;  but  my  friends,  my  family,  and  relations,  are  all  dead,  and  I 
am  forgotten.  Permit  me  then,  O  Chinvang,  to  wear  out  the 
wretched  remains  of  life  in  mv  former  prifon ;  the  w'alls  of  my 
dungeon  are  to  me  more  pleafing  than  the  inofl  fplendid  palace; 

J  have  not  long  to  live,  and  (hall  be  unhappy  except  I  fpend  the  * 
red  of  my  days  where  my  youth  was  pa  fled ;  in  that  prifon, from 
w  hence  yon  were  pleafed  to  releafe  me.” 

The  old  man’s  pafiiun  for  confinement  is  fimilar  to  that. we  all 
have  Tor  life.  We  are  hahltnated  to  the  prifon,  w'e  look  round 
with  dxfcontent,  are  difpleafed  with  the  abode,  and  yet  the  length 
of  mil*  captivity  only  increafes  our  fondnefs  for  the  cell.  '  The 
trees  w'e  have  planted,  the  hoiifes  w;e  have  built,  or  the  podcriiy 
we  have  begotten,  all  ftrve  to  bind  us.clofer  to  the  earth,  aud 
embitter  our  parting.  Life  fues  the  young  like  a  new.  acquain¬ 
tance  ;  the  companion,  as  yet  unexhaufted,  is  at  once  inftruclivc 
and  amuling  ;  its  company  pleafes  ;  yet  for  all  this  it  is  but  little 
regarded.  To  us,  svho  are  decltned  in  years,  life  appears  like  an 
old  friend ;  its  jefls  have  been  anticipated  in  former^converfatioos; 
it  h.is  no  new  flory  to  make  us  fmile,  no  new  improvement  with 
which  to  furprife,  yet  flill  we  love  it;  deflitute>of  every  .enjoy-  • 
luent,  flill  we  love  it;  hufband  the  wafting  treafurc  with  uicrcit 
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ing  frugality,  and  feel  all  the  poignancy  of  anguifli  in  the  fatal 

rtfj)ararion. 

Sir  Philip  Mordaunt  was  young,  beautiful,  fincere,  brave,  an 
Engliniman.

The  vices  and  gallantries  of  the'  court  have  (b  completely 
made  their  way  into  the  city,  iKat,  with  very  little  varia¬ 
tion,  Hamlet's  remark  may  be  applied  upon  this  occafion,  when 
he  fays,  By  the  lord,  Horatio,  thefe  three  years  have  1  taken 
note  of  it,  the  age  is  grown  fo  picked,  that  the  toe  of  the  peafanc 
comes  fo  near  the  heel  of  our  courtier,  he  galls  his  kibe.H 

When  we  take  a  retrofpe<^tive  view  of  thofe. citizens  of  London 
who  railed  that  metropolis  to  grandeur  and  opulence,  and  com¬ 
pare  their  manners  with  the.ftate  of  diftipation  and  extravagance, 
which,  at  prefent,  almoft  uriiverfally  prevails  among  zheir  luccefl 
fors,  who. vainly  attempt,  by  riot  and  profu^gn,  to  rival  the  nobi¬ 
lity  in  the  worft  part  of  their  charaders,  the  contrail  is  truely  ri¬ 
diculous;  and  makes  us  moft  fincerely  wilh  that  Sir  Thomas  Gre- 
Iham  could  ftart  from  his  grave,  wilh  a  lafli  in  his  hand,  to  feonrge 
thole  profule  citizens,  and  drive  theln'  from  that  ‘etnporiiiin  of 

commerce. 
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commerce,  which  he  was  able  to  raife  from  the  eflecls  of  liis  in* 
dudry  and  frugality. 

We  thought  it  a  duty  incumbent  upon  us,  whpn  we  quitted 
the  circle  of  St  James’s,  to  vilit  our  worthy  fellow-citizens,  to 
pay  our  firft  refpecls  to  this  gentleman,  who  is  at  the  head  of  the

Rnt  the  k— t  poffefled  the  pantomit 
mic  art  of  exprelfing  ideas  without  words  ;  and  it  is  imagined  hc 
would  have  faid  a  great  many  tnore  pood  things  upon  the  occa- 
(ion  in  this  way,  if  he  had  not  been  under  great  apprehenfionstjf 
inifplacing  fome  of  the  capital  curls  of  his  luxuriant  flowing 
peruke.

A  Method  of  Inoculating  for  Wilkifm. 


NO  one  need  be  told  of  the  great  advantage  that  has  redound* 
cd  to  mankind  iroin  the  practice  of  Jnoculating  for  the  fmall 
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pox.  The  fame  operation  has  been  tried  fuccefifully  in  the 
nieafles,  A.iid  when  1  was 'at  Aleppo^  about  three  years  ago,  my 
learned  friend  Dr  hid  wards  applied  it  no  Icfs  happily  to  the  plague 
iifelh  It  occurred  to  me,  in  refletfling  upon  thefe  fads,  that  the 
lame  treatment  might  reafoiiably  be  extended  to  that  loathfotne, 
dangerous,  and  contagious  malady,  which  has  lately  made  fuch 
ravages  in  the  Britilh  iflands  :  I  mean  the  Wilk'tfm.  I  rcfolved 
to  hazard  the  experiment  ;  and  the  event  has  even  furpafled  my 
cxj)ectations. 

1  kuo  v  it  has  been  aflcrtcd  by  fome  gentlemen  of  the  faculty, 
that  none  arc  liable  to  catch  the  Wilkifin  but  fools  and  madmen, 
whofe  brains  are  already  in  a  morbid  (late  ;  or  people  whofc  de¬ 
bauched  and  profligate  lives  have  reduced  them  to  an  ill  habit 
both  of  mind  and  body.  But  my  medical  brethren  muft  excufe 
me  lor  faying,  that  this  aphoiifm  of  theirs  is  rather  inhuman  and 
precipitate.  Within  the  circle  of  my  own  pradice,  I  have  known 
three  people  of  good  abilities,  and  above  three  hundred  of  very 
innocent  deportment,  who  have  fallen  vidims  to  this  dilbrder. 
Bat,  as  it  is  not  ray  purpofe  at  prefent  to  difpute  theories,  but  to 
acquaint  the  public  with  a  falutary  practice,  I  fliall  immediately 
proceed  to  a  full  account  of  the  procefs  that  I  obferve  in  inocula¬ 
ting  for  the  Wilkifin. — I  begin  to  prepare  the  patient,  by  admi-* 
niftering  an  electuary  called  the  church  catechifm,  which  is  chief¬ 
ly  compounded  of  two  admirable  ingredients  chat  are  fpecific  an¬ 
tidotes  againfl  the  Wilkifm  ;  namely,  a  knowledge  of  qur  duty  to 
God,  ^id  our  duty  to  our  neighbour.  But  here  1  mud  obferve  to 
you,  that  patients,  in  the  higher  ranks  of  life,  have  generally  fuch 
weak  and  vitiated  ftoraachs,  that  they  cannot  bear  this  noble  me¬ 
dicine,  but  immediately  throw  it  up.  In  this  cale,  1  ulc  a  fine 
fucccdancum,  which  anfwers  perfedly  the  purpofe.  I  prefcribe 
fome  of  Johnlbn's  Ramblers,  orAddifon^s  Spedators,  which  are 
fo  delicately  flavoured  with  the  cflcnce  of  genius,  and  fo  highly 
fcented  with  the  flowers  of  oratory,  that  they  are  exceedingly 
grateful  to  the  palate,  and  can  never  naufeate  the  (loniach.  Ha¬ 
ving  allowed  a  few  days  for  thefe  medicines  to  operate  on  the 
heart,  I  order  three  or  four  pills,  called  Colleds,  (fee  the  Difpeh- 
fatory,  intilled  the  Common  Prayer  Book,)  to  be  taken  every 
night  and  morning  duly.  Thefe  wonderfully  clear  the  head,  ex¬ 
alt  the  fpirits,  and  fweeten  and  purify  the  blood.  Once  a  week 
likewife  (namely  every  Sunday  morning),  I  dired  a  bolus  of  the 
faipe  nature,  with  which  every  one  may  be  fupplied  by  the  minillcr 

of  his  parilh.  ^ 

During  the  whole  time  of  preparation,  for  which  a  month  will 
generally  fuflicc,  I  keep  the  patient  as  much  as  polhblc  from  all 
tumultuous  meetings,  fuch  as  quarcer-fcllions,  patriot-clubs,  Ac- 
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which  is  another  violent  infljiner  of  a  Wilkillic  iiifedion  :  but  if 
tlie  patient  be  of  a  timorous, and  dejei^ted  turn,  apt  to  fancy  grie¬ 
vances,  and  create  apj^rehenfions,  I  oblige  him  to  drink  every  day 
a  pint  of  generous  claret,  dr,  according  to  his  circuinllances,  aii 
equivalent  qiianiity  of  punch,  or  even  well-brewed  ale. — It  is  ne- 
ccllary  to  add,  that  if  the  patient  has  a  bad  wife,  untoward  cbil- 
dren,  or  any  family  vexation,  I  endeavour  to  procure  a  truce  for 
him  during  the  time  of  prejiaratioii ;  as  it  is  certain,  that  any  thing 
which  gvtlls  and  irritates  the  mind,  aggravates  a  Wilkifm  in  a  fur- 
jhidiig  manner. — When  1  fee  my  patient  competently^  prepared; 
1  boldly  iutiodiice,  either  by  his  eye  or  ear,  the  pus  or  venom  of 

the  diforder. - What  1  have  liftJ  hitherto,  was  taken  from  Mr 

Junius,  a  poor  gentleman,  who  died  raving  liiad  bf  the  mofl  defpe^ 
rale  Wilkifm  that  1  have  ever  met  with.  Some  of  thofe  1  have 
inoculated,  have  appeared  (thanks  to  the  preparation)  ahfolutely 
incapable  of  catching  ilic  diforder.  Others  indeed  caught  it;  but 
after  a  little  dejection,  or,  at  word,  a  very  flight  delirium,  it  has; 
iii  two  or  three  days,  loialiy  difippearcd.  And  be  afTured,  that 
the  patient  is,  in  cither  cafe,  perfectly  fccure  from  any  lecond«at- 
tack  of  the  diforder.  1  liope  you  will  make  this  public,  as  fooii 
pjfiible,  by  the  channel  of  J  our  paper,  and  am,

Lime  is  now  generally  eitceincd  a  profitable  ihanilre  for  land* 
From  the  applicaiiou  of  it  to  mod  fort  of  foils,  vail  crops  of  corfi 
Hie  produced  ;  bin  it.s  edects  upon  land  do  not  yet  feein  to  be  ful*  ^ 
ly  uuderdood  ;  for,  from  a  repeated  application,  it  choes  not  ap^'^ 
j'car  (at  lead  as  far  as  ever  1  could  hear  obferved),  to  be  equally 
ijiccelslul.  ,  I  mean,  that  when  land,  whether  ley,  fallow  or 
fhibblc,  is  once  fullicienily  limed,  i.  c.  at  the  rate  of  about  forty 
bolU,  Linlithgow  barley  meafurc,  of  well  burnt,  unflacked  lime- 
tlone  to  an  alrc,  it  will  produce  great  crops  for  foiir,  live,  or“ per¬ 
haps  fjx  years  ;  biil  after  that,  the  virtues  of  the^  lime  begin  td 
ceale,  and  ilie  crops,  of  courfe,  gradtially  to  diminiili  ;  and  if  this' 
laud  is  contiimed  to  be  croped,  it  will  loon  be  actually  reduced  t6 
a  poorer  fituiiiun  than  it  was  in  before  it  w'as  limed;  nay,  even  to^ 
i  poorer  condition  Ih^u  it  could  be  brought  to  bad  it  never  be^v 

limedt  ' 
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limed.  Nor  can  land  thus  limed>  although  not  overcroped,  be 
hrouglit,  by  means  of  any  fubfequcnt  Hraing,  to  produce  crops  e* 
qual  to  thofc  from  the  firft  liming,  not  although  it  (hould  be  pro¬ 
perly  fumuier  fallowed,  or  even  allowed  to  lie  iu  ley  for  five  or 
lix  years  or  more.

Y  >id,  and  the  king  innocent  even  in  his  very  perfon,  and  the  au¬ 
thors  of  fuch  mifinformaiions,  the  actors  of  fuch  abufes,  (land  cx- 
t'oCed  to  ju(l  ceninre,  having  nothing  to  defend  themfelves  but 
the  colour  of  a  vain  command,  made  void  by  juil  prerogative,  and 
the  fundamental  reafons  of  ilate. 

Touching  jullice,  there  is  not  a  more  certain  (ign  of  an  upright 
yudge,  than  by  his  patience  to  be  well  informed  before  fentence 
given ;  and  I  may  boldly  fa}’,  all  the  judges  in  your  kingdom 
M»ay  take  example  by  your  inajclly,  and  learn  their  duties  by  your 
praolice;  m)fcU  haveofien  been  a  vvitnefs  thereof  to  niy  no  little 
miration. 

Iiom  your  patience,  pleafe  to  give  me  leave  to  prefs  to  your 
ttgUteoiis  judgment,  and  exemplify  it  but  in  one  inllance.  When 
your  lords  and  people  in  yonr  laQ  parliament  prefented  yonr  rna- 
y\\y  a  petition  concerning  their  rights  and  liberties,  the  peiliion 
being  ol  no  fmall  weight,  your  majelly  after  mature  deliberation, 
lu  a  ic'v  but  raofl  eflecluai  words  (foit  droit  fait  comme  eft  defire)^^ 
suade  fuch  an  anlwcr  as  flnll  renown  you  for  juft  judgineut  to  all^ 
y.uaerify.  '  .  « 


Let  us  heartily  pray  that  this  parliatnent  liiay  be  famtms  for 
the  advancement  of  facred  religion,  and  to  that  end  that  the  moft 
reverend  prelates,  fitting  on  the  right  hand  of  your  kingly  fide, 
be  nioft  forward  therein,  to  whom  it  is  moft  proper. 

That  the  nobles  girt  with  their  fwurds  in  their  creation*  and 
mod  cfpecially  rewarded  and  honoured  for  adions  military,  ctU 
to  mind  the  moft  renowned  acts  of  their  anceftors,  whole  Inndt 
and  honours  they  inherit,  and  how  renowned  this  land  bath  been 
through  the  whole  world  tor  arts  and  arms;  and  labour  to  reftore 
it  to  its  ancient  fplendor;  the  beft  way  to  preferve  peace,  m  to 
be  well  fitted  for  war. 

But  were  this  nation  never  fb  valiant  and  wealthy,  if  unity  bn 
not  among  us.  What  good  will  riches  do  us  or  your  majefty,  but 
inrich  the  conqueror?  he  that  commands  all  hearts  by  love,  he 
only  commands  affuredly ;  greatnefs  without  goodnefs  can  at  beft 
but  command  bodies. 

It  (hall  therefore  be  my  hearty  prayer,  that  fuch  a  knot  of 
love  may  he  knit  betwixt  the  h^sd  and  members,  that,  like 
dian^s,  it  never  be  loofed  :  that  all  Jefuited  foreign  ftates,  W’ho 
look  afquiiit  upon  oiir  Hierufalem,  may  fee  thenifelves  defeated 
of  all  their  fubtile  plots  and  combinations,  of  all  their  wicked  hopes 
and  expectations,  to  render  us,  if  their  mifehiefs  might  takeetfi^, 
a  people  inconfiderable  at  home,  and 'Contemptible  abroad • 

Rtiigion  hath  taught  us,  y<  deus  nobifeunt^  ^uis  contra 
and  experience  I  truft  vyill  teach  us,  fi  fumuf  infeparahiles^  fufnUS 
infuperabiles.  It  was  found,  and  I  hope  it  ever  will  he  the  term 
of  the  houfe  of  commons,  that  the  king  and  ihe  people*!  good 
cannot  be  fevered  :  and  curfed  be  every  one  that  goei  about  to 
divide  them  ! 

The  ill  Confequences  accruing  from  the  too  conftant  ufe  of  Tea* 

[From  Dr  Prieftly*s  Lftays,  Medical  and  Experimental.] 

The  doctor,  after  relating  the  fuccefs  of  the  experiments  hf 
made  to  trace  the  differences,  and  afeertain  I  be  proportion, 
the  aftringency  and  bitternefs  that  vegetables  reciprocally  bear  to 
each  other  ;  former  experiments  having  frequently  caufrd  hint 
to  obferve  they  were  diftinct  and  feparate  properties  ;  and,  by  the 
lad  experiment,  finding  two  pieces  of  caff  fkins,  juft  dripped  from 
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rood  pernicious  effeds.  It  is  curious  to  obferve  the  revolutiot^ 
which  hath  taken  place,  within  this  century,  in  the  conltituiiou 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Europe.  Inflammatory  difeafes  more  rarely 
occur,  and,  in  general,  are  much  Icfs  rapid  and  violent  in  their 
progrefs  than  formerly.  Nor  do  they  admit  of  the  fame  antiphlo. 
gillie  method  of  cure,  which  was  praeftifed  with  fuccefs  a  hundred 
years  ago.  The  experienced  Sydenham  makes  forty  ounces  of 
blood  the  mean  quantity  to  be  drawn  in  the  acute  rheumatifni  ; 
whereas  this  diieafe,  as  it  now  appears  in  the  London  hofpitals, 
will  not  bear  above  half  that  evacuation.  Vernal  iniermiuent§ 
are  frequently  cured  by  a  vomit  and  the  bark,  without  venacfec- 
\ion  ;  which  i$  a  proof,  that,  at  prefent,  they  are  accompanied 
with  few’er  fymptoins  of  inflammation  than  they  were  vvonfto  be* 
This  advantageous  change,  however,  is  more  than  counterbjlan» 
ced,  by  the  introdueftion  of  a  numerous  clafs  of  nervous  ailments^ 
in  a  great  meafure  unknown  to  our  anceflors,  but  which  now  pre¬ 
vail  univerfaljy,  and  are  complicated  with  almoft  every  other  dif- 
teniper.  The  bodies  of  men  are  enfeebled,  enervated,  and  it  i^ 
not  uncommon  to  obferve  very  high  degrees  of  irritability  under 
the  external  appearance  of  great  flrength  and  rohullnefs.  The 
hypochondria,  palfies,  cachexies,  dropties,  and  all  tbofe  difeafes 
which  arife  from  laxity  and  debility,  are,  in  our  days,  endemic 
every  w  here  ;  and  the  hyflerics,  which  ufed  to  be  peculiar  to  the 
women,  as  the  name  itfelf  indicates,  now  attacks  both  (exes  indiA 
criminatcly.  It  is  evident,  that  fo  great  a  revolution  could  not  be 
effected  without  the  concurrence  of  many  caufes  ;  but,  amongft 
thefe,  I  apprehend  the  prefent  general  nfe  of  lea  holds  the  firft 
and  principal  rank.  The  fecond  place  may,  perhaps,  be  alolted 
to  excefs  in  fpirituous  liquors.  This  pernicious  culloiu,  in  many 
inllances  at  leafl,  owes  iis  rife  to  the  former,  which,  by  the  low* 
nefs  and  depreffion  of  fpirit  it  occafions,  renders  it  almofl  neceffary 
to  have  recourfe  to  what  is  cordial  and  exhileraiing  :  and  hence 
proceed  thwfe  odious  and  difgraccfiil  habits  of  intemperance,* with 
which  too  many  of  the  fuller  fex  of  every  degree  are  novv,  alasj 
chargeable.*’

pofes — 1  Ihould  be  obliged  to  any  of  your  readers,  to  define  and 
explain  this  word  police,  as  it  hitherto  has  been  taken  in  a  civjl 

and 
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and  limited  fen(e,  to  refpecl  highways,  bridges,  and  fiiine  fuch 
thin'i,s;  and  there  is  an  edablinnnent  in  this  country  of  a  hoar4 
of  polite,  to  whom  the  charge  of  ihefe  matters  is  commifterf.  * 
That  the  law  has  provided  funds  liifficient  for  the  apprehen- 
lion,  trial  and  convic^tioii  of  criminals,  no  perfon  \>ill  doubt  who 
reads  the  acl  of  parljament  i  Geo.  I.  whicK  gives  power 
tile  Ireelioldcrs  of  every  (Iiire  or  didj^icl  in  North  Britain,  to  offefs 
the  feveral  /hires  or  /lew'arties,  yearly,  in  filch  fums  as  they  lhall 
judge  reafonabje  and  fufficient  for  the  purpofes  forefaid  ;  and  that 
Inch  monies  fo  from  time  to  tjme  to  be  n/lelTed,  fliall  colletfled, 
received,  accounted  for,  and  applied  for  defraying  the  charges  of 
ajiprehending  of  criminals,  and  of  fubfi/ling  them  in  prifon  until 
pndcciition,  and  of  profecutirig  fuch  criminals  for  their  feveral 
odences,  liy  duc*courfe  of  law,  and  to  afid  for  no  other  life  end 
purpofc  'ivhateverd^  This  act  authorizes  an  aflefTment  to  any  ex¬ 
tent,  rcafonahic  and  fufTicient;  and  fuppofing  a  deficiency  at  any 
time,  the  crown  is  in  ufe,  and  liujnhiy  iliought  hound,  to  bring 
at trocious  offenders  to  jiiflirc,  at  the  expence  of  the  public,  for 
^vliich  piifpofe  an  agent  is  appointed  with  a  fdary,  and  the  ne- 
♦  efiary  monies  for  defraying  exjiences  ilfued  from  the  court  of 
exchequer;  and  mod  juQly,  feeing  interejl  reipublic^,  that  offenders 
be  brought  to  jullice  at  the  cxpence  of  the  public,  rather  than 
that  crimes  flioi/ld  pafs  unpunifhed.  * 

In  thefe  circiimflanccs,  the  propriety  and  nece/IIty  of  the  pro- 
pofed  tax  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Kdinburgh,  already  burdened 
fu/Ticienrly,  are  humbly  fubmitted.  The  landed  interefl  have  the 
lefs  reafim  to  complain,  ail  circumftances  confidcred,  and  the  more 
e/peciajly,  that  befides  their  reprefentation  in  parliament,  they 
have  reaped  great  benefits  from  the  abolition  of  ward-holdings 
and  heritable  jurifdicftions,  and,  confequerlt  thereupon,  in  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  flieriff-depuies.  I  fliall  conclude  this  letter  (leaving 
the  fubjei^^  to  others)  with  remarking,  that  had  all  theie  aflefl- 
nients  from  the  date  of  the  a(fi  of  parliament  been  properly  ap¬ 
plied,  and  the  furplus  flocked  on:  yearly  for  anfvvering  the  intend¬ 
ment  of  the  law,  it  is  fuppofed  there  would  have  been  no  defecfl 
of  funds  now ;  and  this  can  only  appear  from  a  publication  of  the 
yearly  applkations  of  the  fund,  to  fatisfy  the  public.
